Only  the  earliest  went  to 
California  joining  the  Gold 
Rush.  Later  arrivals,  beckoned 
to  California  with  its  tempor 
ate  climate,  engaged  in  pas- 
toral agriculture  or  dairy  farm- 
ing. A small  percentage  labor- 
ed as  stevedores  in  New 
Orleans.  In  Massachusetts 
many  were  engaged  in  fishing 
or  sought  employment  in  the 
textile  mills  in  Lowell,  cam- 
bridge,  Lynn. 

The  family  and  work  ethic 
among  Azoreans  is  strong. 

Perhaps  as  many  as  100 
families  settled  in  Cohasset 
from  1840  until  the  beginning 
of  World  War  1 when  quota 
restrictions  began.  They 
quickly  assimilated  themsel- 
ves into  American  life  and 
were  woven  into  the  fabric  of 
religious  and  political  life  as 
well  as  bridged  any  chasm 
w hich  exsisted  with  Irish  new- 
comers and  English  pioneers. 
Anglicizing  their  names,  inter- 
marrying. their  dark  eyes,  and 
ruddy  complexion  have  be- 
come part  of  the  common 
stock. 

The  Minots  Ledge  Portu- 
gese Benevolent  Society  per- 
formed many  charitable  works 
and  deeds  among  its  own 
membership.  It  owned  the 
building,  now  86  Summer 
Street. 


It  owned  its  own  function 
hall  for  dances  and  other 
recreational  facilities.  The 
building  had  a pool  table. 
There  were  cake  and  cookie 
sales,  women’s  handiwork, 
and  bric-a-brac 

The  Association  was  kept 
alive  by  second  and  third 
generations  until  disbanded  in 
the  late  '30s. 

Still  residing  in  Cohasset 
after  three  generations  are  a 
few  pure-blooded  Azoreans, 
probably  under  40  persons 
with  the  distaff  side  holding 
the  edge. 

The  first  Azorean  to  estab- 
lish permanent  residence  in 
Cohasset  was  Manuel  Antoine 
born  on  Rico  Jan.  20.  1820.  He 
arrived  in  Cohasset  about 
1840.  perhaps  earlier.  To  put 
this  date  into  proper  pers- 
pective it  was  20  years  before 
the  Civil  War.  Antoine  mar- 
ried twice,  was  the  father  of  14 
(five  daughters  and  nine 
sons).  Many  ramilies  in  Co- 
hasset and  other  local  com- 
munities can  trace  their  fami- 
lies origin  back  to  Antoine's 
beginnings  Doubtless  includ- 
ing in-laws,  members  of  four- 
th and  fifth  generations,  and 
the  deceased  the  number 
would  amount  to  several  hun- 
dred persons.  Others  followed 
his  footsteps  — his  brother 


Frank  Antoine  of  Pico,  Manuel 
F.  Bandura,  John  Francis  of 
Pico,  Manuel  and  his  brother 
Thomas  Grassie  of  Pico,  Man- 
uel Joseph  of  Pico,  Antoine 
Joseph,  Joseph  F.  Martin  of 
Pico,  Joseph  Mcloud,  Joseph 
F.  Munnis,  and  Joseph  Jason 
from  the  isle  of  Pico.  To  this 
list  these  earliest  families 
must  be  mentioned  Antoine 
Lawrence,  Frank  Silvia.  Frank 
Pierson  of  Flores,  George  M. 
Ennice  of  Ribeiro  Grande,  St. 
Miguel  and  Antone  Anderson 
who  was  bom  in  Portugal, 
1820  and  settled  here  about 
1859.

cent  storage  space,  and  the  aa- 
ditorium  can  be  further  utilized 
by  other  classes. 

The  cafeteria  equipment  was 
appropriated  by  the  school  de- 
partment during  budget  pro- 
ceedings as  a part  of  a federal 
cafeteria  program.  Three  half- 
hour  lunches  will  be  schedulet' 
for  the  new  mobile  cafeteria. 

School  Committee  Chairman 
Jack  Langmaid  explained  that 
because  Deer  Hill  will  have  one 
less  fifth  grade  class  next  year, 
the  open  space  class  can  be  easi- 
ly absorbed  into  other  class- 
rooms. The  open  space  class 
would  have  been  phased  out 
anyway,  he  said,  because  of  de- 
clining enrollment. 

The  cafeteria  plan  option 
chosen  constituted  the  least  re- 
location of  staff,  Principal  Ken- 
neth Ekberg  said.  He  further 
outlined  complications  in  sche- 
duling students  into  lunch  peri- 
ods because  of  music,  art,  li- 
brary and  gym  class  scheduling 
difficulties. 

Director  of  Food  Services, 
Pat  Winchell,  praised  the  com- 
munity dining  room  idea,  feel- 


ing it  would  encourage  students 
to  develop  good  nutritional 
habits  and  manners.  Committee 
member  Diana  Komet  agreed 
and  commented  that  the  value 
of  students  having  their  own 
lunch  room  far  outweighed  any 
scheduling  hassles. 

The  Committee  also  unani- 
mously approved  an  in-service 
course  for  teacher  on  gifted  and 
talented  students.  The  space 
provided  by  the  auditorium  at 
the  Deer  Hill  School  will  serve 
as  a classroom  for  the  after 
school  course. 

The  course,  which  will  be 
aimed  primarily  at  elementary 
school  teachers,  will  focus  on 
what  it  means  to  be  gifted  and 
talented,  Maloney  said.  He  also 
encouraged  secondary  school 
teachers  to  attend  the  classes. 

The  classes  will  be  held  after 
school  at  approximately  3 or 
3:15  p.m.  to  avoid  unnecessary 
travel  for  teachers. 

A $1500  grant  from  the  Mas- 
sachusetts In-Service  Institute 
may  be  available  to  the  school 
department  to  defray  the  $2200 
cost  of  the  course.
